British Front In France, Oct. 23, 


Via London.—More than three and 
one-half months of battle in Somme 
with the heaviest concentration of 
artillery, infantry and every type of 
war material and the most skillful 


- and desperate fighting the w°rld has 


ever known, has resulted in marked 
development of British 
fighting 
ef- 


ficiency and of means for reducing 
the losses of the attackers. In the 
. way of concrete achievements, the 
"British have taken 30,000 prisoners, 
or a little less than 1500 for each 
of the 21 villages captured, with an 
average population of about 300 
souls. 
They have taken 125 guns, 


109 trench mortars and trench guns 
and 429 machine guns. They have 
not lost a gun. 


The task of the British was made 


especially difficult by the fact that 
they were confronted at the outset 
with a most powerful line of trench 
fortifications. Moreover every vil- 
lage was a fortress which bad to be 
besieged and stormed. 
The British 


have driven back the Germans on a 
front of 11 miles, to a depth of four 
to eight miles. 
Whe'n spring comes 
peasants will plow and seed ground 
behind the lines which for two years 
had lain fallow under "the .storm of 
shells. In Fricourt and Mametz, vil- 
lages taken on July 1, trees with 
their trunks torn and their foliage 
blasted by shells have bravely thrown 
out fresh shoots, while fresh crops 
of grass are hiding the shell craters 
in neighboring .fields and carpeting 
the seamed earth trodden 
by the 
British in iheir early charges. For- 
mer citizens of captured villages are 
requesting that they be allowed to 
return to them and build new homes 
on the ruins of their old ones. 
The offensive has consisted of in-

wo?k after each big general attack, 
to prepare what is called a "jump- 
ing off" place ror another general at- 
tack. 
Through July, owing to the 


heavy cost of taking, the first line 
trenches, the British casualties prob- 
ably were heavier than the Germans 
Through August, when over a large 
part of the front, Germans were out 
of their second as well as their first 
line system of defenses and the bat- 
tle became one of digging and fight- 
ing in the open for both sides, casual- 
ties were about even. As the Brit- 
ish kept up the offensive their ex- 
posure necessarily was greater. Yet 
from all information the correspond- 
ent can gain, both from British offi- 
cers of all grades who have been in 
the fighting and from German pris- 
oners, the German losses were not 
less than 25 and possibly 
50 per 


cent higher than the British during 
the month of September, when the 
British gained most ground. 
This contradiction of the pre- 


viously accepted idea of a higher ra- 
tio of casualties on the side of the 
offensive, which is usually considered 
as necessarily at not less than two 
to one, is due, according 
to 
the 
British officers, the superior power 
of the British shell fire, the numbers 
of British aeroplanes, the increased 
skill of the British soldiers and the 
use of the tanks. The British staff 
did not place much reliance on these 
new contrivances, which aroused 
such "world wide interest, but 
re- 
garded them as an experiment which 
might fail altogether. They are only 
one of the inventions aiding the of- 
fensive against modern fortifications 
which will be used next spring when 
the British are fully prepared. Cal- 
culations as to the value of the tanks 
are hard to make, but, taking the 
average opinion of experts at 
the 


front, these weird new motor cars 
have saved a loss of 20,000 men, or 
more than a full division in the re- 
duction of strong points and machine 
gun positions.

He-has two children, 
his wife is an invalid. ^

working for several years as chem- 
ist Adler went to Switzerland. He 
returned to Austria shortly before] 
the war, iAbu«sf^rirliC«xtreine ^Marx- 
ian theories which he advanced in a 
periodical called Das Volk. This pa- 
per ceased publication, at the out- 
break of the war. Subsequently Dr. 
Adler founded Der Kampf, in which 
he treated social problems in an 
able scientific manner 
The assassination 
was political, 


since Dr. Adler 
was entirely un- 


known to the premier. He recently 
desired the socialists to take certain 
action against the premier but pro- 
posals was viewed unfavorably by 
the party. He then cut loose from 
the socialists. He continued publi- 
cation of Der Kampf and shunned 
all socialists.

wealthy he was able to follow such 
a course.

reeords during the year which end- 
ed July 31, and the unprecedented 
activity is continuing. A preliminary 
report bj the bureau today placed 
the total consumption of cotton in 
American mills at 7,278,529 bales. 
Of that quantity, 6,397,613 
bales 


were lint and 880,916 bales linters. 
Use of linters showed an enormous 
increase over the previous year due 
to the manufacture into explosives. 
The increase was 469,071 bales or 
113.9 per cent. Cotton used also in- 
creased 800,251 bales or 14.3 per 
cent. The number of cotton spindles 
active during the year was 32,805,- 
883, an increase of 2.6 per cent, over

State Fire Marshal Orders 4092 


Buildings Torn Down— Years 
Fire loss Beaches §6,378,000. 


Columbus, Oct. 23.—The annual 


report now filed by State Fire Mar- 


1 shal Buckley shows that four thou- 


sand and 
seventy-eight buildings 


were afire in Ohio, entailing a loss 
of $6,378,304, during the fiscal year 
ending June 30th. 
This loss is a 


•million less than the annual average 
since the office was established in 


f 1900. 
The fire loss has been reduced by 


this amount although the value of 
farm products has doubled; the in- 
crease in the value of manufactures 


- has more than doubled; a building 


put up 15 years ago is now worth 
more money than it cost originally, 
and the value of new buildings add- 
^d during those years is enormous. 


This splendid reduction in the 


cost of carelessness with fire is cred- 
ited to several causes acting togeth- 
er, the more important of which 
are:Inspection by firemen in large cit- 
ies;Fire prevention day in October, 
j following a proclamation by the gov- 
'- ernor, in which municipal govern- 
, ments have been active; 
'"-. 
Bulletins on fire dangers, which 


the newspapers have so generously 
printed; 


The search for fire dangers by 30

In the year 4092 
build/ngs which menaced adjoining 
property because or their inflamma- 
ble conditions, were torn down, the 
order of the fire marshal being re- 
sisted legally in but few cases and 
the resistance being successful in 
none. 
Thirty-three hundred and e'ghty- 


eight buildings 
which constituted 


fire dangers were repaired as the 
fire marshal directed, and 1840 de- 
fects in flues were corrected. Electri- 
cal dangers in 732 large buildings 
were corrected, and 40 inspections 
of storage and handling of gasoline 
were made." 
Numerically, the leading causes of 


fires or sparks from chimney-tops, 
which caused 505; defective flues, 
which caused 405, and carelessness 
with matches, 458, but these causes 
are chargeable to losses 
in 
build- 


ings and their contents of but $1,- 
OS9,44f>. For the larger part of the 
match fires smokers are guilty. The 
biggest losses from individual fires 
are from 
spontaneous combustion 


and electrical short circuits. 


The fires classified as incendiary 


were 140. with a loss of $236,898. 


The number of successful prosecu- 


tions for incendiarism and 
arson 


now is four times as many as in the 
early years of the department. 


There were 86 convictions had by 


the department in the year, classi- 
fied as follows: To defraud insur- 
ance companies 13; malice or re- 
venge 30: malicious mischief 33; to 
conceal crime 2; pyromania 8.

Wins From Independents 


A crowd of more than 500 
foot- 


ball 
fans 
Sunday 
afternoon 
at 


Wehrle park, saw the McDaiiiel glad- 
iators, "Newark's prides," out-fight 
and out-play their 
heavier oppo- 


nent.s, the Columbus Barracks team, 
and romp under tbe wire a G-0 win- 
ner."Dutch" Pfeiffer, 
of 
Zanesville, 


scored the touchdown for the locals 
near the end of the second quarter, 
when he received a 15-yard forward 
pass from 
his 
fellow 
townsman, 


Clayton, and deposited the ball back 
of Columbus' goal posts. As Pfeif- 
fer shot over the 
goal 
line, 
the 


crowd on the sidelines let out a yell 
that could be heard to the public 
square. And the shouting continued 
for several 
minutes, 
intermingled j 


•with the-Buckeye Baud making their j 
instruments perform in one big dis- 
cordant noise. 
It would be a hard proposition to 


pick out one player on 
the 
local 
team that did not star individually in 
his particular 
department of the 


game.' Every linesman was in their 
fighting like' a madman against the 
hulks of beef on the visitors' line. 


Two new stars appeared on 
the 


Iccal football horizon which materi- 
ally strengthened the "Macs". They 
were Paul Bowser, world's middle- 
weight wrestling champion, of this 
city and Jackson, of South Chicago. 


Bowser surprised not 
only 
the 


crowd but the players, by his won- 
derful defense work. He 
was 
in 


every play, 
proving a stumbling 


block to the advances of the visitors. 
The first quarter was still young, 
•when the Barrack's players began 
crying, "Get Bowser." And for 
a 


time Paul had hard sledding, but his 
•wonderful endurance again stood him 
in good stead and he weathered the 
onslaught of at least four big hus- 
kies on each play. But despite the 
roughing, Bowser was there at the 
finish o'f the game and fighting just 
as hard. 
Jackson, who hails 
from 
South j 


Chicago, and playing his first game 
before a Newark crowd, proved con- 
clusively that he was everything and 
more, than he told Manager MacPan- 
*el, when he applied for a try-oat on 
the team. 
Captain 
Davis, placed 


Jackson on right end and it was a 
wise move, as he made a great run- 
ning mate with Jenkins on .the oth- 
er end. 


"With one or two exceptions not a 


Columtus player gained any ground 
around the Chicago man's end, and 
like Bowser, Jackson was into every 
play, breaking up the visitors' in- 
terference and getting the mail with 
•the ball. 
In one instance, he suc- 


cessfully batered his way .through 
the interference of three 
huskies 


and as he was falling from the im- 
pact, threw out his arms, getting the 
man with the ball and bringing him 
down.' 
Pfeiffer and Clayton of Zanesville, 


both were great assets in Newark's 
victory; Pfeiffer by his line plunging 
and kicking; Clayton by the excel- 
lent manner in which he directed the 
team's play, his end runs and by 
passing the ball for long gains on 
forward masses. 


•Columbus resorted 
entirely 
to 


straight football the first three quar- 
ters of the game, but changed in the 
last period and made several good 
gains by the aerial route. Newark's 
play was mostly end runs and for- 
•ward passes, but in a number of oc- 
casions resorted to 
straight 
foot- 


ball. 
The first quarter was a beauty. 


Newark siood up against .their heav- 
ier opponents and time and 
again 


held them for downs. The best ex- 
ample of the fighting spirit of the 
locals, was displayed in the last quar- 
ter with only three minutes of play. 
Columbus by a series 
of 
forward 


passes had advanced the ball to New- 
ark's 15-yard line. The McDaniel 
line stiffened for thp onslaught of 


the heavies. 
Three .times they held 


them to small 
gains. 
Then 
with 


only three yards to go. every local 
man laid down on the line determin- 
ed to get the ball on the next down. 
And they did. When the headlines- 
man measured the gain of the sold- 
iers, the pigsKin was just a foot from 
the needed point. 


Then Pfeiffer dropped 
back 
of 


the goal line and punted far down 
the field. Columbus started to bring 
the ball back for another try at the 
goal, but the game ended with the 
leather in the center of the field. 


Captain Davis and Jenkins 
made 


some big gains on forward 
passes 


from Clayton, but the biggest gain 
of the game was made on a forward 
pass from Clayton to Jenkins lor 40 
yards, which play put the locals in 
position to score the first "and only 
touchdown of the game. 


Newark's victory is more remarka- 


ble when it is taken into Considera- 
tion that the only practice had by 
the team was Sunday morning, that 
few of the players were in their real 
condition anfl that they were fight- 
ing against a team that outweighed 
them many pounds. Altogether 
it 


was a football classic and sent the 
fans home in a pleasant frame of 
mind. 


One of the rales made before the 


game by* both -captains provided for 
a penalty being imposed upon either 
team if the referee heard any player 
indulging in profanity. 
This is an 


excellent rule and will do more to- 
ward furthering the interest of the 
game here than anything else. The 
fans -want clean football 
and 
not 


rowdyism. 
In the third quarter one of 
the 


Columbus 
players 
unintentionally 


swore at a member of his own team, 
and as it was heard by Referee Kob- 
len, Columbxis suffered a penalty of 
15 yards. 
There was no more pro- 


fanity- 
Next Sunday the McDaniels team 


goes to Columbus to meet the Bar- 
racks and this week will see the boys 
out for plenty of practice so they can 
repeat yesterday's victory. 
Previous to 
the 
McDaniel-Bar- 


racks game, the Fitzsimmons team 
meet the Columbus Independents, in 
the first game of the twin 
football 


bill offered by Managers McDaniel 
and J. M. -Fitzsimmons and register- 
ed 13-0 victory. 
In 
the 
Fitzsim- 


mons team, the fans had an oppor- 
tunity of seeing the lighter stars of 
Newark's football colony, in action. 


The Fitzsimmons 
team started 


right after the Columbus aggrega- 
tion and it was not long until it was 
evident that Sunday was 
Newark 


day in football and that the lighter 
sra'rs were doing their part to make 
a double victory.
